important to sit more or less immo- 
bile because if you don’t, you’ll find 
the seat in back of you instead of 
under you. But there are some who 
like to sit on their center verte- 
brae, the result usually being that 
their knees rest in more or less pre- 
carious and wobbly fashion upon 
the back of the seat in front of 
them, the wobbliness being passed 
on to the person whose back is on 
the other side of the back of the 
seat. The person who receives these 
unsympathetic vibrations has a 
right really to take drastic steps 
to dispose of those knees, 


But it’s not only to Andover’s 
audiences that Andover’s audiences 
are unkind. Sometimes they forget 
the niceties that performers expect 
and deserve. And this applies not 
just to the 16-year-olds; it applies 
as much ito the 30 and 60-year-olds, 
too. They’re in a very great hurry 
to get out after the performance, 
in such a great hurry that they 
can’t wait to give the performers 
and the directors any more than 
the most brief of tributes, Usually 
by the time the players have 
brought forth the director for his 
or ther share of the applause, all he 
or she can see are a lot of backs 
hurrying to leave. You can’t blame 
them for wondering if the audience 
couldn’t spare an extra minute after 
all the hours the players and work- 
ers (have put in on it. 

How about giving Andover the 
type of audience that Andover 
should have? 


Andover Doesn’t 
Believe In Signs 


You come into Andover from 
Boston-way and what do you see? 
Just before you enter, overin North 
Reading, there’s a big ugly bill- 
board advertising some sort of ale. 
Then as if by magic, a transforma- 
tion occurs. What happened to 
the billboards? Most of the way 
out from Boston you saw them 
sprawled all over the place, adver- 
tising everything under the sun. 
But when you come to Andover, 
they just aren’t here. Oh, yes, 
there are one or two left up Low- 
ell street way, and there’s a sort of 
a billboard off in a field down South 
Main street, but even these, it is 
hoped, will not last long. 


Somebody deserves a lot of 
praise for~ this’ transformation. It 
wasn’t so long ago that Andover 
was just as bad as any other com- 
munity. Billboards were a contro- 
versial subject everywhere, and in 
some instances the Supreme Court 
of the United States had to rule 
on them. If it could be shown 
that they were detrimental to the 
Public health, morals, safety or 
welfare, chances were they could 
be removed, but you had a tussle 
ahead of you if you just didn’t like 
their looks. 

Part of that praise belongs to 
the men who for years tried, 
in the end Successfully, to give 
Andover its present zoning law. 
One of the clauses we adopted in 
that law forbids the erection of 
signs on property not advertising 
something for sale in that prop- 
erty. This is the rule which did 
away entirely with those political 
signs which formerly stared at us 
from every corner. 

And part of the praise too be- 
longs to the Selectmen, for they 
have been waging a slow but re- 
lentless fight to rid the town of 


“For Every New Book There Are 


Two hundred and ninety people 
are on the Memorial Hall Library 
reserve list for sixty-eight different 
books! Small wonder that you have 
to wait what seems an unconscion- 
able time for some books since best 
sellers and national advertising 
tend to bring to our attention only 
a comparatively small number of 
books which, human nature being 
what it is, we all want to read at 
the same time. If the book you 
have wanted is never to be found 
in on the seven-day shelf or if it 
seems that you have been waiting 
weeks for a certain reserve book, 
why not go back and read earlier 
books by this author—often they 
are better—or try to get hold of a 
book which presents another side 
of the question from the one treat- 
ed in the book which you are so 
eager to read. Critics have pro- 
claimed Hemingway’s “For Whom 
the Bell Tolls” his best work. We 
have a long waiting list for this 
book and if you were to put your 
name in for it now, it would be 
weeks before it came your turn for 
it. Why not in the meantime be- 
come acquainted, if you are not al- 
ready, with his earlier books, “The 
Sun AlsoiRises” and “A Farewell to 
Arms,” and see whether or not you 
agree with the critics’ verdict? 
Willa Cather’s “Sapphira and the 
Slave Girl,” beautifully written as 
it is, seems to many not so im- 
portant a book as some of her 
earlier ones. “My Antonia,” “Death 
Comes for the Archbishop,” “Lost 
Lady” show different sides of Miss 
Cather’s genius and will prove re- 
warding reading. There have been 
several books about people who 
have been afflicted with terrible 
handicaps and yet, because of in- 
domitable courage, have risen 
above them. One of the best is 
Perry Burgess’ “Who Walk Alone,” 
which has been voted the Book- 
Sellers’ discovery of the year. Two

If you have 
to wait a long time for it, it will 
be time well spent if you go back 
to some of his earlier Collections 
of speeches such as “Step by Step,” 
which shows how aware he was of 
the way the world was going. Read 
also Anthony Eden and Neville 
Chamberlain for an explanation of 
the more typical British attitude 
at least of those at the helm. 
“Mountain Meadow” is probably 
the last book of John Buchan'’s 
which we shall have and seems to 
epitomize in its pages the philos. 
ophy underlying the essays in 
recollection — his spiritual autobi- 
ography “Pilgrim’s Way.” What 
a vast reservoir of reading joy for 
those who have not yet discovered 
“Greenmantle”’ and the Richard 
Hannay books—to say nothing of 
the romantic adventure stories like 
“Prester John” and “Midwinter.” 
Just bear in mind that for every 
new book there are many older 
ones that merit your time and at 
tention!
